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In the first place, I desire to thank 
3rother Jenkins of the Jersey Bul- 
letin for the complimentary things 
he has said about me, but the breed 
that I have championed so long, the 
Holsteins, I must defend. I was with 
the Holstein cows in the demonstra- 
tion and had charge from the be- 
ginning to the end, 120 days, so that 
| have some knowledge of what was 
doing among the Holsteins, as well 
as some of the other breeds repre- 
sented. I have been entertained by 
Brother Jenkins’ paper every week 
during the cow demonstration (am 
a paid subscriber). I have been 
amused, and at times chafed not a 
little under the collar at some of the 
slanderous insinuations made about 
Shady Brook Gerben. We now have 
a partial report in the Bulletin of 
Noy. 30th of the preparation of the 
Jersey cows for the cow demonstra- 
tion, which I hope every farmer will 


read. They tell us that they organ- 
ized their committee Nov. 29th, 


1902; then they collected their cows 
at Jerseyville, Ill, near St. Louis. 
to acclimate and breed them for the 
test. They do not tell us how many 
Jersey cows the twenty-five were se- 
lected from. They do say thev rep- 
resented seventeen states and thirty 
breeders. I think they were the best 
lot of Jersey cows ever gotten to- 
gether in any country. Mr. Bulletin, 
you failed to tell the farmers of this 
country how much time was spent 
and the expense of this Jersey cow 
test. Judging from the time your 
committee was appointed, Nov. 29th, 
1902, it must have taken from a vear 
to a year and a half to do the work, 
and yet, according to the checker’s 
sheet in the Jersey barn, you had 
cows giving 48 to 50 Ibs. daily, ana- 
lyzing as low as 3.2, 3.4 and 3.6 per 
cent. of fat. Why don’t vou tell us 
about that? And vet you say the 
Holstein would be arrested when she 
makes that low per cent. You had 
to get some of this kind even with 12 
to 18 months to select, and a country 
full, of reported 7 to 13 per cent. 
butter fat Jersey cows. 

The Holstein cow demonstration 
was made by three breeders, R. W. 
Maguire, St. Louis, Mo., Dr. George 
C. Mosher, Kansas City, Mo., and 
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the writer, M. E. Moore, and every 
cow owned by them. It was purely a 
Missouri undertaking. Our National 
H.-F. Association had nothing what- 
ever to do with it. We thought the 
breed ought to be represented in this 
the greatest cow demonstration. 
Some of the World’s Fair manage- 
ment gave us the name “World’s 
Fair H.-F. Association,” that we 
might have any benefits derived from 
an association in public sales. Our 
association sent me out in January, 
1904, to get some cows. I spent two 
weeks selecting in two states, and had 
to take those I could find to freshen 
at the proper time. We found nine- 
teen, from which we selected fifteen 
for this work. We had many things 
to contend with—wet season and wet 
green feed, which was weighed out 
to our cows often full of water and 
very often not half matured, and 
changing from one kind of soiling 
crop to another, but the greatest ob- 
stacle was not in installing the ex- 
pensive electric fans at first. When 
the hot weather and flies came our 
cows suffered intensely, until they 
went off so in their milk flow that 
they did not yield as much as the 
Jerseys. For instance, Shady Brook’ 
Gerben was milking 78 to 81 Ibs. 
daily. She went down to 52 Ibs. 

T visited the Jersey barn and saw 
the ease and comfort of the cows. 
I said to my associates we must have 
fans or quit. The result was we put 
in fans, but we could never regain 
what we had lost. The short horns 
suffered more than the Holsteins and 
had to have the fans. The Jerseys 
lost nothing, for they had the fans 
from the first. 

There is much more to be said in 
comparison with the feed of Jerseys 
and Holsteins. 

As the Jersey Bulletin has said so 
many things about Shady Brook Ger- 
hen as compared with Loretta D. 
(the best Jersey cow), the great 
profit over Shady Brook Gerben, I 
desire to call vour attention to the 
fact that Shady Brook Gerben was 
shipped with Lady Truth Gerben 
Mechthilde from my pasture about 
two weeks before the demonstration 
without any preparation whatever, 
as T knew that if the demonstration 
begun May 16th, as was fully ex- 
pected, my cows would not freshen in

time. When Shady Brook Gerben 
calved at St. Louis she had milk 


fever and was only saved by the oxy- 
gen treatment. Compare age of 
Shady Brook Gerben, twelve years 
old the 24th of June, 1904, with 
Loretta D. Jersey, a cow in her 
prime, however, I had confidence in 
her ability to skin the Jersey, for she 
had been up against the best Jerseys 
in the land, C. J. Hoods’ and Geo. 
Vanderbilt’s, and never failed in 
taking the laurels. 

Loretta D. is a great cow, did not 
eat much, and must have made a 
great deal from nothing; but for the 
education of the farmers I will give 
you one day’s ration at a time when 
she was being worked to her full 
capacity. This is taken from the 
checker’s sheet in the Jersey barn, 
Oct. 3d, 1904: 

Silage, 2 lbs. 

Corn meal, 1 Ib. 

Bran, 3 lbs. 

Oil meal, 2 Ibs. 

Ground oats, 4.5 lbs. 

Hominy feed, 2.5 lbs. 

Glutin feed, 6 lbs. 

Cut alfalfa, 32 Ibs. 

Two-thirds of the following mix- 
ture: 

Carbonate of soda, 12 drs. 

Ground Coriander seed, 12 drs. 

Powdered gentian, 6 drs., and 4 
drams chloride lime at 4.50 p. m. 

I have not yet learned whether this 
ration was all charged to her (Lor- 
etta D.) or not; neither am I able to 
get information as to the use of 
chloride of lime as a feed for dairy 
cows. Will the Jersey Bulletin en- 
lighten us ? M. FE. Moore.

My Dear Str:—In reply to your 
favor, kindly allow me to say that the 
dairy cow in a condition of produc- 
tive utility is not a show cow. She 
is not an attractive object to a pro- 
miscuous crowd of sight-seers. Take 
her from her home, railroad her to 
a national dairy show, enormously 
distend her udder for exhibition, 
surround her with unfamiliar scenes 
and noises, the inevitable result will 
be to reduce her value both as a 
breeder and producer of milk and 
butter. 

In saying this I am not oblivious 
to the value of a national dairy show 
as a means of advertising or as a 
means of educating dairymen and 
stimulating them to improvement. 
But I doubt whether the good that 
might result from such a show would 
offset the evil. Of this much, how- 
ever, I am positive, if such a show 
is to be held it should be held and 
conducted, so far as the testing and 
exhibition of the cows are concerned, 
on the general plan devised and prac- 
ticed by the State Board of Agricul- 
ture of Ohio for several vears. The 
cows should be tested by officers of 
experiment stations previous to the 
date of holding the show, and should 
he exhibited without being subject 
to unnaturally distended udders.

Rules for Testing Cows Exhib- 
ited at Fairs. 


It is very important that cows ex- 
hibited at fairs should be tested by a 
uniform system. Unless thus tested 
their records at one fair cannot be 
justly compared with the records 
made by cows at other fairs. The 
following rules are recommended. 
These rules can be applied without 
difficulty at any period of lactation, 
and if thought desirable at more 
than one period. 

“1. Entries shall be made upon 
blank forms furnished by the Fair 
Association, and shall be filed with 
the secretary (or superintendent of 
the test) on or before This 
form when filled out shall show the 
breed, registered name and number 
of the cow, date of last calving and 
date of last service, if any. Age shall 
be reckoned from the date of calving. 

“2. Cows may be fed and han- 
dled at the option of the owner, ex- 
cept as follows: No condiments or 





condition powders or drugs of any 
sort shall be fed to the cow during 
the test, except common salt, ashes 
or sulphur. Only pure water may 
be given for drink. Dry foods may 
be softened or moistened or mixed 
with water, but with no other liquid. 
Written statements showing the 
amounts and kinds of food fed dur- 
ing the test, at the option of the 
owner or upon request of the con- 
ductor of the test, shall be filed with 
the secretary of the fair, but all 
feeding shall bedone under the direct 
inspection and supervision of the 
conductor of the test or his depu- 
tized assistants. 

“3. At an hour to be determined 
upon by the conductor of the test 
upon the evening previous to the 
beginning thereof, each cow shall be 
milked clean in presence of the con- 
ductor or one of his assistants, and 
said conductor or his assistant shall 
satisfy himself by actual trial that 
no milk remains in the udder. 

“4, Cows shall not be milked to 
exceed more than three times during 
each twenty-four hours of the test- 
ing period, at the owner’s option, 
but at such time and place as shall 
be designated by the conductor. 

“5. The conductor shall at once 
take entire charge of the milk yields 
by each cow and exercise such pre- 
cautions as shall positively secure 
said milk from being in any way 
changed, and proceed to take fair 
samples of the product of each cow 
for the purpose of determining by 
means of the Babcock, or other ac- 
curate method, the exact contents 
thereof in butter fat and _ other 
solids; or at the option of the con- 
ductor of the test or the Fair Asso- 
ciation, the butter fat and by-pro- 
duct of milk which shall be the whole 
amount of milk less the butter fat. 

“6. The results so determined 
shall be scored or reckoned at the 
option of the conductor or Fair As- 
sociation, upon the basis of 25 cents 
per pound for the butter fat and 24%4 
cents per pound for the solids other 
than fat, or by reckoning the butter 
fat at 25 cents per pound and the 
hv-products at the rate of 20 cents 
per one hundred pounds. The re- 
sults so ealeulated shall determine 
the relative standing of the cows for 
the purpose of awarding the prizes 
offered.” 

This association recommends that 
two classes of entries be provided by 
fair associations—one for mature 
cows, the other for heifers, and that 
the tests be conducted by officials of 
state experiment stations at homes 
of owners at dates previous to that 
of the fair, as under the Ohio plan.

I have been looking for 
such an animal all the time I have 
been interested in Holsteins. and he 
comes nearer my ideal of great butter 
breeding than any other bull IT know 
of. 1 believe him to be the best bred 
calf of the breed, as evidenced by the 
records of his ancestors.” 

Sir Korndyke Manor De Wol’s 
daughters are nearing the age when 
they will commence to make records, 
and they certainly show all indica- 
tions of being able to do great work 
in official test. Many of them have 
for their dams some of the largest 
record cows of the breed. Sir No:n- 
dyke Manor De Kol is thus fortunate 
in being the sire of heifers from large 
producing dams, and it would seem 
that all circumstances are favorable 
for placing him in a short time 
among the leading A. R. O. sires of 
the breed. He is still a young bull, 
and, as his picture indicates, is a fine 
individual. Since Mr. Moyer’s sale 
of his entire herd in June last, Sir 
Korndyke Manor De Kol has re- 
mained at Moyerdale, and the Ste- 
vens Bros.-Hastings Co. announce 
that they will be able to spare him 
next spring, when their lease of Moy- 
erdale farm expires. The offering of 
this noted bull will place in the mar- 
ket one of the greatest animals of 
the breed and will afford some enter- 
prising breeder an opportunity to 
head his herd with a sire of rare 
breeding and individual merit.

Resolutions ot the Millers’ 
tional Federation.

At the meeting of the directors of 
the Millers’ National Federation, 
held at St. Louis in October, the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas, It being found in cer- 
tain sections that ground corn cobs 
and rice hulls are being mixed with 
pure bran, also that flour is being 


packed short in weight; and 

Whereas, This practice is preju- 
dicial to the interests of both the 
miler and the flour and bran dealer, 
and in violation of certain state 
laws, 

Resolved, That this meeting, on 
behalf of the Millers’ National Fed- 
eration, condemn the practices above 
described, and that the Federation 
use all reasonable.and proper meas- 
ures toward effecting a discontinu- 
ance of said practices, and toward 
this end the executive committee be 
empowered to advertise in the mill- 
ing papers a reward of $100, which 
will be offered by the Federation, for 
information leading to the detection 
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The Zuider Sea, now being re- 
claimed, separates the provinces of 
Frieslan and North and South Hol- 
land.

The Babcock or churn test should 
always be used in making selections.

The cow Hartog De Kol, whose cut 
appeared in a late issue of THe Hor- 
STEIN-FRIESIAN Wortp, with mention of 
having been sold from our herd to Mr. 
W. H. Thomas, was not only a large 
producer, but her milk was of high qual- 
itv, and she was also a fine individual, 
as those who saw her picture will agree. 
Mr. Thomas writes us that the cow is 
doing well and is attracting considerable 
attention.

Dear Wortp:—The Lakeland herd is 
young but progressive, and it has there- 
fore secured another young treasure in 
the bull calf out of A. and G. Inka 
McKinley and by Sir Korndyke Manor 
De Kol. You may be sure that the price 
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was a good one, or Messrs. Stevens 
srothers-Hastings Co. would not have 
parted with it. Some of your readers 
may not be familiar with this young- 
ster’s breeding and the many wonderful 
records that his female ancestors are 
credited with, therefore I will burden 
your pages with a few of the larger and 
more important ones. 

Prince Segis Korndyke was born only 
about two weeks ago, and therefore is 
not very large, but he is entitled to feel 
so, as he comes from rather exclusive 
and royal parentage. His dam has an 
official record of 22-13.6 as a three-year 
old, while his g. dam, Segis Inka, has 
one of 28.06. The sire’s dam, Pleasant 
Valley Maid’s Pietertje, has 19-6.8, and 
the grandsire’s dam, Aaggie Beauty 2d, 
made 23-5.8. The dam of the sire of 
the calf has a record of 24-6.7, and her 
dam Belle Korndyke, one of 25-12.3. 

Manor De Kol is the sire of the g. 
dam, and his dam, Netherland Henger- 
veld, has a record of 26-10.7. The 
grandsire is De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d, 
a son of De Kol 2d, with a record of 
26-9.2, while his sire is Manor De Kol, 
mentioned above. Here we have nine

Thinking it might be of interest to 
you and your readers, we will give you 
a little account of our herd for Breed- 


ers’ Bulletin Board. This has been one 
of the busiest seasons we have ever 
had. We have been rebuilding our 


barns and stables at quite an expense, 
and a lot of hard work; but it is very 
gratifying to us to see the noble black 
and whites in their comfortable quar- 
ters and doing good work at the pail. 
Although they were somewhat neglected 
in the late fall, partly owing to high 
prices of feeds and a little lack of care, 
when they were put in for winter. they 
commenced giving a good flow of milk, 
and a tester was ordered from Cornell. 
Thus far we have made eight A. R. O. 
records, as follows: Aaggie of Lyn- 
feld’s Pauline gave 64.9 Ibs. milk in one 
day; 424.5 Ibs. milk, 14.406 Ibs. fat, in 7 
days: Lieuwkje of Lynfeld 2d, 64.9 Ibs. 
milk in one day, 430.6 Ibs. milk, 13.444 
s. fat, in 7 days; Neah Pauline De Kol, 
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73.3 Ibs. milk in one day, 495.8 Ibs. milk, 
13.675 lbs. fat, in 7 days; Aaggie Jetta’s 
Pauline De Kol, 62 Ibs. milk in one day, 
413.9 Ibs. milk, 13.330 lbs. fat, in 7 days; 
Neah’s Mercedes 5th, 60 Ibs. milk in one 
day, 402.6 lbs. milk, 12.036 lbs. fat, in 7 
days. The above cows are full age. 
Pansje Clothilde Vernon De Kol, 56.5 
Ibs. milk in one day, 386.7 Ibs. milk, 
13.159 Ibs. fat in 7 days; Dora Clothilde 
De Kol, 57.1 lbs. milk in one day, 382.6 
Ibs. milk, 12.831 Ibs. fat; Pauline Neah 
De Kol, 52.5 lbs. milk in one day, 359.4 
Ibs. milk, 12.099 Ibs. fat in 7 days; all at 
four years. Pauline Neah De Kol made 
a 14-day record of 693 Ibs. milk, 22.447 
Ibs. fat; Lieuwkie of Lynfeld 2d a 14- 
day record of 815.2 Ibs. milk, 25.364 Ibs. 
fat. The last three milkings of her 14 
days she gave 62.4 Ibs. milk 

The last two days of Dora Clothilde 
De Kol’s test she made 3.991 Ibs. fat; 
the last day of Aaggie Jetta’s Pauline 
De Kol’s test she made 2.242 lbs. fat. 
This is one of our very best cows, we 
think, when in shape. She was off two 
days in the week and lost over one pound 


of fat. She calved eight days before she 
was due, and was very thin in flesh, 


owing to her being neglected and milked 
too long. Neah Paul De Kol had the 
worst cut teat by a wire fence that ever 
a cow had and not lose her teat. She 
was cut only about 4 days before she 
calved, and we had a great time milk- 
ing her—kick and fight all the way 
through—vet she gave the milk, as her 
record shows, besides what she spilled 
in milking. Only one milking in the 
whole week that she stood and chewed 
her cud, and then she tested 3.8 per 
cent. fat, and she made very near one 
pound of fat. If all well with 
Neah she will surely make a greater 
showing at her next freshening. Our 
herd is very strong in Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Pauline blood, as we have been 
using her full brother for the past six 
years and are still using him. At the 
present time we have 20 females and 
7 males that carry 50 per cent. the 
same blood as the world’s champion 
cow, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, 34 Ibs. 
5.2 ozs. butter in 7 days. We know of 
no other herd that is breeding any 
nearer the fountain head than we are, 
and feel sure that with a little experi- 
ence in testing and preparing our cows 
for the work that we will be successful 
with our herd.

Advertising 
Sense. large advertisements 
and great display ; but, 
in general, it is true that the per- 
sistent large advertisers are the ones 
that are selling the most goods and 
making the most money. 

Advertising is an art, and, to be 
done so as to bring the best results, 
requires advertising sense. ‘There 
are three essentials to successful ad- 
vertising: when, how and where to 
advertise. 

As soon as a man enters upon any 
line of business he should begin to 
advertise; he should not wait until 
he has built up a large trade, for 
Without advertising that time may 
never come. Advertising must be 
the means by which the trade is built 
up, and it should be continued as 
long as the business is followed. 

An advertisement should not be 
condemned because it does not bring 
immediate results. Advertisers, who 
have carefuly keyed their advertise- 
ments, assure us that they often re- 
ceive inquries from their ads even 
years after the same were discon- 
tined. 

3efore beginning the publication 
of the HoLsrern-FRitestANn WorLD we 
issued a large number of circulars 
with subscription blanks and return 
envelopes. After the lapse of ten 
months we received subscriptions on 
the original blanks and in the origi- 


nal envelopes. 





A person should not expect a great 
flood of inquiries from his first ad. 
Advertisements like trees often re- 
quire age before they bear much 
fruit. Also people form habits of 
buying, and it takes time to form a 
habit. If the beginner in the ad- 
vertising world should get as great 
returns from his first ad as some 
old advertisers would from a like ad, 
he would likely be swamped with his 
mail matter; half his inquiries would 
not receive prompt attention, and 
people would become disgusted and 
look elsewhere to have their wants 
supplied. Every inquiry should be 
promptly and courteously answered, 
although there seems no likelihood 
of making a sale. Such replies will 
leave a good impression and good 
impressions are what the advertiser 
seeks to create; they are essential 
to making sales. 

Spasmodic advertising does not 
bring best results. Do not discon- 
tinue your ad. because you chance 
for a short time to have nothing to 
sell. You better turn speculator and 
go out and buy something to satisfy 
your customers, though you make 
nothing in the deal, than to allow 
your customers to form the habit 
of going somewhere else to supply 
their wants.

I have also sold to Mr. C. W. Carpen- 
ter, Shrub Oak, N. Y., the last son of 
Countess Dornina De Kol, A. R. O., at 
5 years, 20.37 lbs. butter in 7 days. This 
cow was sired by Pauline Paul 2d’s 
Count, a bull that now has 17 A. R. O. 
record daughters. The dam of Countess 
Dorinda De Kol was-sired by De Kol 
2d’s Paul De Kol, the sire of Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline, A. R. O., at 4% 
years, 34.31 Ibs., the world’s largest A. R. 
O. butter record. May Hartog Pauline 
De Kol, 29.26 lbs., at 4% years, the 
world’s second largest A. R. O. butter 
record for the age; Lilith Pauline De 
Kol, A. R. O., 28.38, at 4 vears, the 
world’s largest record for the age; Jarie 
Pauline De Kol, 25.88; Homestead Girl 
De Kol, 26.29 Ibs., ete. This bull has 41 
A. R. O. butter record daughters, and is 
the sire of more great producing daugh- 
ters than any bull ever known to the 
breed, and although he has sired a num- 
ber of daughters that were not bred at 
this place none have made more than or- 
dinary records, which is very good proof 
that to produce the high class of stock 
that he has that very good cows were 
owned here before he was placed at the 
head of the herd.

Proportionate returns 
Advertising do not always follow 


Sense. large advertisements 

and great display ; but, 
in general, it is true that the per- 
sistent large advertisers are the ones 
that are selling the most goods and 
making the most money. 

Advertising is an art, and, to be 
done so as to bring the best results, 
requires advertising sense. ‘There 
are three essentials to successful ad- 
vertising: when, how and where to 
advertise. 

As soon as a man enters upon any 
line of business he should begin to 
advertise; he should not wait until 
he has built up a large trade, for 
without advertising that time may 
never come. Advertising must be 
the means by which the trade is built 
up, and it should be continued as 
long as the business is followed.

An advertisement should 
immediate results. Advertisers, who 
have carefuly keyed their advertise- 
ments, assure us that they often re- 
ceive inquries from their ads even 
years after the same were discon- 
tined. 

Before beginning the publication 
of the HoLsrern-Friestan WorLD we 
issued a large number of circulars 
with subscription blanks and return 
envelopes. After the lapse of ten 
months we received subscriptions on 


the original blanks and in the origi- 
nal envelopes. 





A person should not expect a great 
flood of inquiries from his first ad. 
Advertisements like trees often re- 
quire age before they bear 
fruit. Also people form habits of 
buying, and it takes time to form a 
habit. If the beginner in the ad- 
vertising world should get as great 


much 


returns from his first ad as some 
old advertisers would from a like ad, 
he would likely be swamped with his 
mail matter; half his inquiries would 
not receive prompt attention, and 
people would become disgusted and 
look elsewhere to have their wants 
supplied. Every inquiry should be 
promptly and courteously answered, 
although there seems no likelihood 
of making a sale. Such replies will 
leave a good impression and good 
impressions are what the advertiser 
secks to create; they are essential 
to making sales. 

Spasmodic advertising does not 
bring best results. Do not discon- 
tinue your ad. because you chance 
for a short time to have nothing to 
sell. You better turn speculator and 
go out and buy something to satisfy 
your customers, though you make 
nothing in the deal, than to allow 
your customers to form the habit 
of going somewhere else to supply 


their wants. 


Don’t crowd your advertising 
space. Few people will read a long

ad. should consist of few words, but 


closely written advertisement. 


so written as to imply a great deal. 


Advertisements should not be al- 
lowed to become stale, but should be 
changed often enough to keep them 
fresh. They should not deal too 
much in generalities, the more spe- 
the better.

Place your advertisement where it 
will reach the right class of people. 
Do not be deceived by claims of great 
circulation. If you are selling Hol- 
stein cows, suppose a paper does 
claim a half-million circulation, if 
999 of every thousand readers are 
suburbanites, and could not tell a 
Holstein cow from a water buffalo. 
what is its circulation to you? 




















Suppose it is a general stock breed- 
ers’ paper and claims a hundred 
thousand circulation, if ninety-nine 
out of every hundred readers are in- 
terested in breeding horses, or pigs, 
or sheep, or beef cattle, or Collie 
dogs, what does their large circula- 
tion signify to you, even if it were 
true? The paper that stands for all 
breeds stands for no breed. Ask 
the editor of such ‘a paper about the 
Holstein cow and he will go off talk- 
ing about the Jerseys, the Ayrshires 
and Guernseys; ask him about a 
Polled Angus, and he'll tell you all

But you are advertising in one 
ITolstein paper “already yet,” as the 
Dutchman says. Just so! It is im- 
posible, according to the nature of 
things, for two papers, conducted 
along different lines, to have the 
same subscription list; but suppose 
they were identical, effects are pro- 
duced on the mind through repeti- 
tion. ‘The more papers and the more 
ways that your advertisement may 
reach the individual, the more likely 
it is to produce an effect. Otherwise 
the fence advertiser would be satis- 
fied with placing his placard once on 
every road; but knowing that repe- 
tition is an essential factor in pro- 
ducing effects he places it in every 
available place.

I have also sold to Mr. C. W. Carpen- 
ter, Shrub Oak, N. Y., the last son of 
Countess Dornina De Kol, A. R. O., at 
5 years, 20.37 lbs. butter in 7 days. This 
cow was sired by Pauline Paul 2d’s 
Count, a bull that now has 17 A. R. O. 
record daughters. The dam of Countess 
Dorinda De Kol was-sired by De Kol 
2d’s Paul De Kol, the sire of Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline, A. R. O., at 4% 
years, 34.31 Ibs., the world’s largest A. R. 
O. butter record. May Hartog Pauline 
De Kol, 29.26 lbs., at 4% years, the 
world’s second largest A. R. O. butter 
record for the age; Lilith Pauline De 
Kol, A. R. O., 28.38, at 4 years, the 
world’s largest record for the age; Jarie 
Pauline De Kol, 25.88; Homestead Girl 
De Kol, 26.29 lbs., ete. This bull has 41 
A. R. O. butter record daughters, and is 
the sire of more great producing daugh- 
ters than any bull ever known to the

Up the Rhine. 

I took the morning steamer at Col- 
ogne for Mayence, an all day trip. It 
was a gloriously beautiful day as I 
steamed up between the castled crags 
and the vine-clad hills, where lovers 
wander wooing in soft moonlit hours. 
It was all that I expected, except the 
timber was wholly denuded and a castle, 
to be imposing and romantic, must have 
all the touches of Nature in her primi- 
tive wildness. 

Hills which are almost mountains are 
covered with the vine clear to the tops. 
Nearly all are terraced to keep fram 
washing. Every little space around 





great cliffs and rocks, if only six by 


ten feet, is utilized. Every four or 
live miles is a great castle in ruins, silent 
monuments of “the days of old when 
knights were bold and barons held their 
sway.” These barons were absolute 
kings over their territories, genreally 
tyrannical, lascivious and drunken. 
Their peasants were mere chattels. One 
baron would fall out with a neighbor, 
then both would arm their soldiers and 
peasantry and sail into fight. They would 
often end with a compromise and one 
would give his daughter to the other’s 
son in marriage, then all wind up with a 
big feast and drunk. It never occurred 
to the peasantry that if, instead of fight- 
ing each other they would joint against 
the barons they might put an end to the 
powers that led them to so much suffer- 
ing and death among themselves.

BINGEN THE RHINE. 

Bingen is a beautiful little city of 
eight or ten thousand inhabitants and 
is made famous by two popular stories. 
One is that of the bad bishop of Bingen 
who fled to a little tower, which stands 
at the water's edge on a little island 
in the river opposite to the town. But 
the rodents crossed over after him, got 
in the tower and ate him up. Our 
boat passed within a hundred feet of 
“The Mouse Tower on the Rhine,” as it 
is called. I thought of how I used to 
believe that story when a boy and said 
mato 

The other story is that of the soldier 
in the poem, “Bingen on the Rhine,” and 
which has made the name “Bingen” fa- 
mous the world over. This place has 
had its barons bold, it has had warriors 
and statesmen and great battles have 
been fought around it, but nothing has 
given it the celebrity of this little poem, 
and why? Because it strikes a common 
chord and vibrates upon the — heart- 
strings of all humanity. Some people 
dislike poetry and throw it contemptu- 
ously aside; but here is an instance 
where it proves the commanding power 
of expression. Told in prose, the world 
would never have noted it and Bingen 
would never have been famous as the 
birthplace of the soldier who lay dying 
in Algiers. 
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I stopped over night at Mayence or 
Mainz, as the Germans call the town. It 
is a charming city of about 25,000. Here 
is stationed 10,000 of the Raiser s troops, 
and husky looking fellows they are. I 
have never seen a soldiery so richly 
caparisoned and formidable looking. 
The French soldier is insignificant both 
in size and dress; but the Kaiser’s 
troops breathe the atmosphere of war. 
If his troops all look like these at May- 
ence, Germany indeed, may be reckoned 
as a great military power. But, oh! the 
sacrifice, the starvation, the toil and the 
tears, to maintain it. But their is a 
power today mightier than armies. It 
had its beginning, too, right here in 
Mayence, and its first blow was struck 
by Johann Guttenberg when he invented 
and put type into practical use. I visit- 
ed the house in which he lived and the 
splendid monument erected to his mem- 
ory. The inscription reads, as near as 
I could get it, as it is in Latin: 


“The knowledge of the ancients, and 
the wisdom of Greece and Rome and 


which they kept unto themselves, he has 
given to all the world, and the world 
will forever honor him.’ 

That is a grand inscription I think, 
and it is significant that the savage 
priests, always the enemies of progress 
and enlightenment, declared his type the 
work of the devil, and raised a mob 
which destroyed his type and burned 
his humble shop; but it was set up again 
and is destined to be the death of all 
the imperious forces which make tar- 
gets of the bodies of men. Great was 
Johann Gutenberg of Mainz.

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OFFICIAL RECORDS OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN Cows. 
38 Cows. From Nov. 28 to Dec. 12, 1904. 


From Nov. 28 to Dec. 12 records of thirty-eight cows were approved. In the report that closed Nov. 28 I ex- 
pressed anticipation of larger records as soon as the cows were well established in winter quarters. It will be seen 
that this anticipation is strikingly realized. In that report eleven full-age cows produced an average of 14.873 Ibs. 
of fat in seven consecutive days, in this report thirteen produced an average of 15.994 lbs. fat; in that report six 
three-year-olds had an average of 11.482 lbs. of fat, in this report seven produce an average of 12.439 lbs. 
fat; in that report seventeen two-year-olds show an average production of 9.451 Ibs. of fat, in this report fourteen 
show an average production of 10.601 lbs. of fat. In this report both the three-year-old and the two-year old 
classes show a lower average age by about one month. We also find a differenee in the percentages of fat. In the 
former report the average percentage of the full-age cows was 3.37, of the three-year-olds 3.53 and of the two-year- 
olds 3.28. The full age cows in the present report average 3.62 per cent, the three-year-olds 3.57 per cent and 
two-year-olds 3.48 per cent. May we not also venture to ascribe the superiority thus shown to the settled establish- 
ment of the cows in their winter quarters ? 

The largest seven-day record in this report is of a six-year-old cow at 18.860 Ibs. fat, an average per cent of 
4.21. The milk of two other cows averages over 4 per cent while that of one cow averages exactly 4 per cent. 
The second record in quantity of fat is a five-year-old. Her production is sohwn at 18.742 lbs. fat, and the average 
quality of milk at 3.97 per cent. 

Only one thirty-day record was approved during this period. ‘The age of the cow was 7 years, 11 months and 
12 days. She produced 1,973.3 lbs. milk containing 64.256 lbs. fat. A twenty-one day record was also approved. 
It was of a cow three years, 10 months, and 21 days old. She produced 1,049 Ibs milk containing 41.036 lbs. fat. 
The milk averaged 3.91 per cent fat. 

I again urge the making of records eight months or more after freshening and request, that in case of cows that 
are in calf, the dates of service be given in the reports.

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OFFICIAL RECORDS OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN Cows. 
36 =©6Cows. From Dec. 12 to Dec. 21, 1904, 


From Dec. 12 to Dec. 21 tests of thirty-six cows have been approved. Besides the usual seven-day record 
of them made a thirty-day record and two others fourteen-day records. 

Eleven full-age cows averaged: age 7 y. 6 d., days from calving 17: Milk 412.7 lbs., butter fat 14.953 Ibs., 
quality of milk 3.58 per cent fat. Four four-year-olds averaged: age 4 y. 6 m. 15 d., days from calving 20: Milk 
378.1 lbs., butter fat 13.136 lbs., quality of milk 3.48 percent. Three three-year-olds averaged age 3 y. 2 m. 5 d., 
days from calving 8: Milk 364.4 lbs., butter fat 13.807 lbs., quality of milk 3.80 per cent. Sixteen two-year-olds 
averaged: age 2 y. 5 m. 3 d., days from calving 19: Milk 291.9 lbs., butter fat 10.301 Ibs., quality of milk 3.55 
per cent. ‘The largest record was of a six-year-old cow. She produced 18.423 lbs. fat and the average quality of 
her milk was 4.21 percent. An eight-year-old cow produced 17.654 lbs. fat ; the average quality of her milk was 4.08 
per cent. A five-year-old produced 16.560 Ibs. fat; the average quality of her milk was 4.35 per cent. 

The thirty-day record was of a cow 6 years, 7 monts, and r1 diys old. Commencing 11 days after calving she 
produced 1,808.1 Ibs. milk averaging 3.59 per cent fat, the total product of fat being 64.994 Ibs. 

Two cows made records eight months or more after freshening. ‘The most remarkable record was of a heifer 
that dropped her calf Dec. 16, 1903. Commencing a test 6 days thereafter she produced 10.777 lbs. fat. After 
continuous milking for 331 days she was tested again and produced 9.763 Ibs. fat. On the theory that this cow 
might possibly have aborted a calf resulting in a partial freshing, investigation was ordered and a re-test made. 
From the evidence obtained the second record was confirmed. 

The other record in this class was of a cow nearly seven years old at a date of her first test cnmmencing April 
II, 1904. She then produced 16.163 Ibs. fat. In her second test made 245 days after freshening she produced 
6.880 lbs. fat. 

Again I urgently request the owners of cows making records eight months or more after calving to state in 
their reports whether the cows have been in calf during such period and the length of time.
